A STATE of emergency 
was declared across 
France last night as riot- 
ing threatened to engulf 
the country in flames. 

More than 300 towns and 
cities were left counting the 
cost after 12 nights of mayhem 
and car-burning. 

Town halls were given powers to 
order curfews to rid the streets of 
the spiralling violence caused by 
mobs of youths. 

Anyone caught outside after the 
11pm deadline for going indoors 
will face arrest. 

Ministers admitted the country 
faced the biggest crisis since occu- 
pation by the Germans in the 
Second World War. 


Fury 


Prime Minister Dominique de 
Villepin promised “anything nec- 
essary” to regain control. 

Putting an extra 1,500 police on 
riot duty, he said: “That is our 
prime duty — ensuring everyone’s 
protection.” 

But once again, cities across the 
nation felt the full force of young 
slum-dwellers’ fury. 

In Toulouse, mobs torched a bus 
and pelted police with bricks and 
bottles. 

In Lille, a children’s care centre 
was set alight while two schools 
were burned in the north of Paris. 

The worst violence elsewhere 
was in Marseille and Toulouse, 
where gangs targeted churches, 
nursery schools, town halls and 
police stations. 

Trouble has also spread to Nice 
and Cannes on the Riviera, 
Strasbourg in the east, Nantes in 
the west and tourist centres such 
as the Loire valley town of Blois.

Caen, Le Havre and Dieppe in 
Normandy, Quimper in Brittany 
and Lyon, Grenoble and Chambery 
in the Alps have also been hit. 

And fears rose that the chaos 
could spread across Europe as cars 
were torched in Brussels in neigh- 
bouring Belgium. 


President Jacques Chirac, 72, 
came under fire for failing to calm 
the chaos after making only one 
appearance since the riots began. 

Opposition chief Francois Bayrou, 


54, said: “The absence of the 
President is extraordinary.” 

In an emergency session of the 
National Assembly, Mr De Villepin, 
51, apologised for a police tear-gas 
bomb landing by a mosque. 

He also admitted immigrants face 
discrimination over jobs. 

The Foreign Office last night 
advised Brits travelling to France 
to be “extremely vigilant”. 

Its website warns: “disturbances 
could occur almost anywhere.”

Is immigration to blame? 

France has many more 
immigrants than the UK. In 
Britain, 1 in 12 were born 
abroad. Over the Channel, the 
figure is 1 in 10. 

French immigrant communi- 
ties, mainly descended from 
France’s former colonies in 
North Africa, are far less inte- 
grated than in Britain. 

Many Muslims live in crum- 
bling housing blocks on city 
outskirts. 

They are cut off from the 
rest of the population and 
blighted by poverty and 
unemployment. 

Tough French citizenship 
laws, like the ban on Islamic 
headscarves in schools, have 
also angered Muslims. 

Furious youths claim they 
are taking revenge for being 
excluded from jobs and 
harassed by police. But 
critics say the rioters are just 
lawless yobs. 


Government doing? 
President Jacques Chirac’s 
Government is getting a lot of 

the blame for the disorder. 
Two days before the violence 
flared, senior minister 
Nicolas Sarkozy caused 
anger by branding slum 
dwellers “scum”. 

The Government has 
pledged a “zero tolerance” 
crackdown but done little. 
Riot cops have been over- 
whelmed but, so far, Ministers 
have ducked out of sending 
the troops in. 

Town halls have been given 
temporary power to order 
evening curfews.

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Could the riots spread to 
Britain? 

Ministers are worried at the 
prospect of copy-cat riots in 
the UK. But they believe 
immigrants here are far more 
integrated than in France. 

Yet recent clashes between 
blacks and Asians in the 
Lozells area of Birmingham 
after rumours of a rape show 
race-hate disorder can 
spread quickly. 

Thankfully, there has been 
no sign of France’s riots 
crossing the Channel so far.
